To the Editor: 

As a member of the Wilmington 
Board of Health, I would ap- 
preciate it if you wuld pub- 
lish the following facts and 
figures, In the past several 
weeks there has been much dis-~ 
cussion on various levels con- 
cerning fluoridation in our 
municipal water supply. Some 
of what has been said or print 
ed has been wishful thinking 
or pure conjecture, It is nec- 
essary, therefore, for the 
Board of Health to clarify, as 
much as possible, its policies 
methods and findings on this 
subject. 

First, it would be appropri- 
ate to reiterate the Board's 
stand on the issue of fluorid- 
ation. We are now, as in the 
past, strong proponents of 
this technique for the pre- 
vention of dental caries in 
the children of our community. 
However, unless the desired 
concentration of the fluoride 
is maintained in our water, the 
program is meaningless. 

Since last August 19, daily 
samples of water have been 
dram from various points in 
the tom water system at ran- 
dom hours of the day. This has 
been continued, 7 days a week, 
ever since that date. The san- 
ples have then been subjected 
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mm electrophotometric test 
which has an accuracy of ap- 
proximately 0.02-0.03 parts 
per million of fluorine, 

In the 47 days from August 19 
to October 4 (the last date 
for which I have a record at 
this writing) the average, or 
mean, fluorine content detect- 
ed was 0.63 ppm (parts per 
million), and the median, or 
most frequent concentration, 
was 0.65 ppm. The readings 
varied from a lowof zero (on 
September 20, probably due to 
equipment breakdow as a re- 
sult of hurricane Donna) to a 
high of 1. 10 ppm. 

It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the optimum or most 
desirable concentration is 
1.00 ppm with an allowable, 
effective range of 0.90 to 
1.10 ppm. During the stated 
period, this concentration was 
found on only 9 days, from 
August 30 to September 7, in- 
clusive. On 38 of the 47 days, .. 
or 80.8% of the tests perforn- 
ed, the level of concentration 
was below this desirable range 
These then are the facts as 
we, the Board of Health know 
them, The tests are continuing 
as before, to assure that the 
community will receive fluori- 
dation at the effective level 
of concentration as recommend- 
ed by the American Dental As- 
sociation and the United stat- 
es Public Health Service. We 
know that our Water Department 
has the best equipment avail- 
able for the job, It is our 
intention only to assist and 
guide them in its effective 
use for the dental health of 
our citizens,
